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London 
crash pilot 
flew mercy 
missions 

A PILOT who died when his 
helicopter crashed into a 
tower in central London had 
spent many years working 
for the Warwickshire and 
Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance. 

Pete Barnes, 50, who lived 
in Reading, had contacted 
air traffic control yesterday 
morning to request to divert 
the craft he was flying and 
land at Battersea Heliport 
due to bad weather condi¬ 
tions. However, he hit a 
crane on a high building in 
Vauxhall. 

He was pronounced dead at 
the scene at around 8am. 

Mr Barnes was one of the 
most experienced aviators in 
the country, and had racked 
up over 10,500 hours over his 
25-year-career. 

He joined Surrey-based 
company RotorMotion in 1997 
and worked as a freelance 
pilot for other companies, 
flying air ambulances and 
working on film sets includ¬ 
ing James Bond. 

Andy Williamson, Chief 
Executive, The Air Ambulance 
Service, said: “We are deeply 
saddened to hear the news 
that Pete Barnes was killed 
in the helicopter accident in 
London. 

“Pete had worked with us 
for many years and will be 
greatly missed. Our thoughts 
are with his family and 
friends.” Witnesses say

‘Perfect son Joe’ 
dies after fracas

NEWLYWED Joseph Kent died a day before what 
would have been his 25th birthday, after being 
caught up in a brawl at an entertainment complex. 

Mr Kent is believed to have become involved in a 
dispute in the early hours of Sunday morning at 
Xscape in Milton Keynes. 

He was taken to hospital with injuries and died on 
Tuesday. Two other men, aged 22 and 25, were also 
hurt and treated at MK General but were later 
discharged. 

Mr Kent, who married wife Emma only last August, 
was well known in Northampton, where he worked at 
the Lucky 13 Tattoo parlour in Harborough Road, 
Kingsthorpe. 

His brother Matty took to Facebook to leave a tribute 
to the talented young tattooist which read: “Hi every¬ 
one, today we lost a perfect son, husband, brother, 
grandson, nephew, son-in-law, brother-in-law and 
friend, 'Joe ‘Willis’ Kent’. 

“I can’t really put into words how much we as a 
family appreciate everyone’s comments, messages 
and support. 

“The amount of people who came to see Joe and sent 
best wishes has been nothing short phenomenal.” 

Shocked friends also took to twitter to leave 
messages of condolence. 

Tanya Beatty said: “Another life has been taken, 
only five months after his wedding. RIP Joe Kent. My 
thoughts are with his family”, while another from 
Thomas Lloyd said: “RIP Joe Kent. Such horrible 
news. Worked with him for a couple of years and he 
was such a quality guy. So so sad.” 

Three men have been charged with GBH following 
the incident. Samir Bostan, 25, of Gurnards Avenue, 
Fishermead, Hamza Noor, 22, of Ranelagh Road, 
Wembley, Middlesex and Tariq Bostan, 26, of Wolston 



Meadow, Middleton, were all charged with one count 
of Section 18 GBH and two counts of ABH. 

All three appeared at Milton Keynes Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday, however police have indicated 
charges may be reviewed following Mr Kent’s death. 

Thames Valley Chief Inspector Gill Wootton said: 
“Our thoughts are with the family of the victim at this 
difficult time. 

“In light of the tragic death of the victim, we will be 
reviewing the charges after examination of the results 
of the post-mortem and medical evidence, in con¬ 
junction with the CPS. 

“The police are continuing to investigate this inci¬ 
dent and we would urge anyone who has information 
or concerns relevant to the inquiry to call us. 

“Investigations remain ongoing, however there is no 
indication that this was in any way a retaliation or a 
planned assault.”

Hospital hits back at low 
staffinq levels risk fears

NORTHAMPTON General 
Hospital has refuted claims 
that it has a ‘dangerously low 
level of staff’ which puts 
patients at a ‘major risk.’ 

A ruling by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC), which 
was made public this week, 
said that the hospital in 
Cliftonville did not have 
enough staff “to keep people 
safe and meet their health 
and welfare needs” — the 
standard every part of the 
health service must meet. 

The Northampton hospital 
was one of seventeen issued 
with a warning by the official 
safety watchdog. 

But Director of Nursing, 
Suzie Loader, said that the 
CQC had only ever identified 
‘moderate concerns’ regard¬ 
ing staffing levels. 

Speaking after the 
announcement, she said: 
“Northampton General puts 
patient safety at the top of all 
that it does and refutes any 
implication that it has put 
patients at major risk as a 
result of staff shortages. 

“Following the CQC inspec¬ 
tion in July 2012, the CQC 


identified that it had, in its 
terms, ‘moderate concerns’ 
about staffing levels at NGH 
and not ‘major concerns’. 

“The CQC report also noted 
the hospital had an active 
recruitment plan in place to 
rectify gaps in staffing. 

“This has been a matter of 
public record ever since and 
the hospital has been trans¬ 


parent about the issue. Since 
April 2012, the hospital has 
successfully recruited 301 
nurses and healthcare assis¬ 
tants from across the UK, 
Ireland, Spain and Portugal, 
with the aim of achieving 100 
per cent nursing establish¬ 
ment. 

“Initially, the Trust was 
aiming to achieve this by 


November 2012, but due to a 
large increase in the number 
of admissions via A&E, we 
have had to open another 
ward within a short time, in 
addition to one opened earli¬ 
er in the year, to meet 
increasing demand. 

“This has meant that the 
number of substantive staff 
required has been increased.”

She added: “These sort of events are 
self-funding through the ticket sales. 

“Most of the time a small profit is made 
and then used for other events, so there is 
no cost to the council or the taxpayer. 


“We hold lots of different events at the 
museum, which cater for all ages and 
interests. 

“It is a perfect opportunity to come down 
and visit the museum and support a really 
fun night.” 

As well as exploring the gallery during 
the evening, entertainment will be provid¬ 
ed by saxophonist Neal Asbury and inter¬ 
nationally recognised magician David Fox.

that the tragedy which saw Mr Barnes 
die could have been ‘immeasurably 
worse.’ 

The helicopter Mr Barnes was flying hit 
the ground just 20 yards from Vauxhall 
train station, which is a major commut¬ 
ing hub in the capital and an extremely 
busy route at peak time. 

The twin-engine aircraft, which struck 
the under-construction St George 
Wharf, was reported to have been carry¬ 
ing Mr Barnes but no passengers. 

At least two cars were hit by debris, 
while one person on the street was also 
killed as a result of the incident. 


This individual has not yet been 
identified. 

Ambulance officials said that an addi¬ 
tional twelve people sustained injuries. 

Of these, five were taken to hospital 
and another seven were treated by the 
emergency services at the scene. 

Eye-witnesses also reported very low 
cloud at the time of the accident, sug¬ 
gesting the pilot may not have seen the 
crane, which was barely visible from 
street level. 

The area was evacuated because of the 
precarious position of the crane at the 
top of the tower, but has since been 
re-opened.

Council admits

Villains won’t be Appy 
with crime crackdown

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE’S most 
wanted people face being hunt¬ 
ed down by App as part of a 
digital crackdown on crime. 

The App will allow smartphone 
users to tap in their postcode 
and check out suspected villains 
at the click of a button. 

The Northamptonshire Police 
initiative, which will also feature 
CCTV images, includes: 

- Behind Bars - a section 
aimed at keeping the public 


informed of people sentenced 
in court 

- People of interest - identifying 
those wanted in connection with 
an active investigation 

- Most wanted - Those who 
think they have dodged justice 
will have their faces shown 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Adam Simmonds 
is backing the scheme - 
currently used by a number of 
forces across the country. 

He said: “People can view the 
images simply by downloading 
the App and inputting a post¬ 


code into the screen and select¬ 
ing a radius of up to five miles. 

“This will display a number of 
images connected to incidents 
in their selected area with a 
function for providing informa¬ 
tion immediately, and confiden¬ 
tially, to the police. 

“This innovative App is an 
exciting step for us and will not 
only help solve more crime but 
allow the public to play an active 
part in doing so.”

tinue to trade the stores.” Mr 
Moore said the board would do 
whatever they could to 
support staff, while Deloitte 
assesses the prospects for the 
business and seeks potential 
buyers. 

“Clearly this is a very worrying 
time for them and their families.”

A NEW hotel could soon spring 
up in the heart of a town centre. 

Plans were announced this 
week for a 104-bedroom Premier 
Inn hotel and restaurant in 
Albion Place, Northampton. 

This site, which sits within the 
Northampton Waterside 
Enterprise Zone, is located in the 
town’s cultural quarter. 

The development will be built 
on council-owned land and will 
create about 50 new jobs when it 
opens. 

It will be situated close to Royal 
& Derngate theatre and the new 
independent cinema which 
is currently being built. 

Terms for a long ground lease 
have been agreed and a plan¬ 
ning application is expected in 
the next few months. 

If the proposal is approved by 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
planning committee, work will 
start by the autumn with the 
hotel expected to open a year 
later. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
leader of the borough council, 
said: “This is yet another exam¬ 
ple of the confidence the private 
sector is showing in 
Northampton at a time when

other areas of the country are 
struggling. 

“This is the latest in a string of 
Northampton Alive projects

“The development of Albion 
Place will help refresh a 
run-down area and build on 
the town centre’s vitality.”

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Council ‘made’ £3.5m 
from parking charges

AN authority made more than 
£3.5 million in revenue from 
car parks in the last two years. 

According to figures published 
by the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists, Northampton 
Borough Council made 
£2,366,000 in profit in 2010/2011 
and £1,295,000 in 2011/2012. 

In contrast, Northamptonshire 
County Council made a loss from 
car parks over the last two years, 
with a deficit of £109,126 in 
2010/11 and £17,991 in 2011/12. 

A spokesman for the borough 
council said: “While these 
figures show the revenue that 
has been made, the money has 
been put straight back into 
supporting other council servic¬ 
es and is not a profit. 



“We expect this revenue figure 
to fall again next year as we have 
implemented a number of 
reduced charges to encourage 
more people into the town.” 

Northampton Borough 
Councillor Tim Hadland added: 
“We changed our car parking 


charges in October 2011. We 
introduced free one hour park¬ 
ing in three multi-storey car 
parks, free Sunday parking and 
reduced one and two hour 
parking charges by 25 per cent. 

“So far this year use of the car 
parks has increased by 6.4 per 
cent. We also offered more free 
parking leading up to Christmas 
to encourage people to shop in 
the town centre.” 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “The county coun¬ 
cil administers a pay and display 
on-street parking scheme across 
the county, which aims to 
encourage a fast turnover of 
visitors. 

“People who want to stay longer 
to shop are encouraged to use car 
parks around the town centre. 

“The on-street parking scheme 
aims to be cost neutral.”

PART of a town centre car 
park is to be closed to 
drivers while roadworks 
take place outside. 

Today and tomorrow the 
floor one entrance to St 
John’s multi-storey car 
park in Northampton will

The facility will remain 
open, but the south 
entrance on Victoria 
Promenade will be closed. 


Drivers can enter the car 
park using St John’s 
Street. Both entrances will 
be open again on Saturday. 

From Monday, January 
21, the St John’s Street 
entrance will be closed for 
up to four weeks. 


Diversion signs will be in 
place to make motorists 
aware of these changes. 

The St John’s surface car 
park has been shut to 
make way for the 
University of Northampton’s 
new halls of residence.

Two-month delay 
in EMAS hubs plan

A DECISION on the ambulance 
service’s plans to create ‘hubs’ 
across the region has been 
postponed for two months. 

The East Midlands Ambulance 
Service’s (EMAS) trust board 
decided to delay the business 
case until March. 

The proposals would mean 
that across the region the 66 
hubs would be reduced to 13. 

The one in Northampton would 
be one of two in the county, with 


the other in Kettering. In 
documents presented to the 
board, it highlighted how more 
than 95,000 people signed 
petitions against the plans. 

The board was told of the 
‘strength of feeling’ from the 
public about the proposals but 
said it was ‘encouraging’ that 
people felt passionately about it. 

In a statement, EMAS said: ‘As a 
direct result of the feedback 
from the consultation, we are 
now looking at additional 
options which will allow us to 
meet our ‘Being the Best’ ambi¬ 


tions. On the EMAS estate, in 
particular, it means we will be 
carrying out further analysis to 
make sure the final proposals 
work operationally and finan¬ 
cially. 

‘Therefore, the Estates Business 
Case will now go to the March 25 
board meeting rather than the 
January 28 meeting. The addi¬ 
tional time will allow us to con¬ 
tinue to work closely with staff 
representatives to review the 
alternative options with the aim 
of developing final proposals for 
the board to consider.’

THE three most important 
words a police dog handler will 
ever learn are ‘trust your 
canine'. 

This is the code by which 
Pc Pete Gray has lived his life 
since he became a handler 
17 years ago when he moved 
from being a bobby on the beat 
in Corby. 

He currently works with 
police dog Flossie, who is a 
four-year-old Labrador. 

Her role on the force is as a 
search dog which means she 
looks for missing people, tracks 
down weapons or clothing 
which have blood on them and 
searching for bodies. 

The dogs are trained to do this 
by getting used to the scent of 
pig blood which is the nearest to 
a human’s. 

Pc Gray and Flossie have been 
involved in two high profile 
cases working with a POLSA - 
Police Search Advisor. 

The first were the murders of 
Jifeng Ding, his wife Helen and 
their daughters, Alice, 12, and 
Xing, 18, whose bodies were 
found in Wootton, Northamp¬ 
ton, in May 2011. 

The policing duo were involved 
in the search outside the 
family’s house in Pioneer Close 
to try to find any clues which 
would help the case. 

Currently the prime suspect, 
Axiang Du, is under arrest in 


Morocco and British police are 
waiting for him to be extradited. 

The other case Pc Gray and 
Flossie have been involved with 
saw them twice go to 
Machynlleth in Wales to help 
search for April fones, who went 
missing from outside her home 
in October last year. 


Talking about this experience, 
Pc Gray said: “This was one of 
the most demanding searches 
I have ever been involved with. 

“It was demanding in terms of 
the terrain as a lot of it involved 
looking in wooded areas. 

“At one stage there were five 
handlers and five dogs in a line

Pc Gray has worked with all 
types of search dogs including 
those which look for explosives, 
drugs and now a victim recov¬ 
ery. He said: “Flossie loves her 
work. The qualities I need are 
compassion, passion for what I 
do and enjoy working with 
dogs.”

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Relief for Ringing Ears 

New Discovery brings QUIET for most Tinnitus Patients 


It’s called tinnitus 
/tinLtas/, and it is the tinkling, 
ringing or hissing heard in one 
or both ears. And actually, it is 
not in your ears at all, it’s in 
your brain. It is estimated that 1 
in 100 people in the UK have 
tinnitus which persists most of 
the time, and severely affects 
their quality of life.

“People, in 
addition to not seeking help 
for their tinnitus, also do not 
seek help for their hearing 
loss specifically because they 
concurrently have tinnitus.” 

The report concludes that 
citizens with ringing ears 
should seek the help of a 
practitioner who is knowledge¬ 
able about treating tinnitus with 
hearing aids. Relief can now be 
achieved for most people. 


Relief is Here! 

A mild to moderate hearing 
loss causes the listener to 
experience a reduction in the 
awareness of ambient sounds.

Police worker demoted 
for missing girl response

A MEMBER of staff at 
Northants Police has 
been given a final writ¬ 
ten warning and 
demoted after they 
displayed a ‘casual’ 
attitude towards a 
missing girl. 

The deputy team lead¬ 
er in the control room 
downgraded a call 
about a missing 15-year- 
old girl from a care 
home in November 2011, 
from an emergency to a 
‘prompt’ response. 

The vulnerable teen¬ 
ager was known to go 
missing frequently and 
suggestions to her loca¬ 
tion were given. 

When she was found, 
several hours later, she 
was ‘under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol’ and said 
a man had sexually 
assaulted her. 

A man was arrested, 
but later released with¬ 
out charge. 

The risk assessment in 
making this decision 
was found to be flawed, 
the Independent Police 
Complaint Comm¬ 


ission (IPCC) found. The 
incident log stated offic¬ 
ers were to be deployed 
when they became 
available and the area 
sergeant was to be 
informed. 

The IPCC investigation 
found the area sergeant 
had not been told and, 
according to the force’s 
own policy, a young 
missing person should 
never be assessed as low 
risk. 

The deputy team lead¬ 
er failed to accurately 
access all the relevant 


information available to 
them in making the 
downgrading decision. 

The IPCC investigation 
found no evidence that 
police officer resources 
were chased to go and 
look for the missing girl, 
bearing in mind they 
had a likely location to 
attend. 

IPCC Commissioner 
Amerdeep Somal said: 
“Our investigation 
found the member of 
staff displayed a casual 
attitude towards the 
report of the missing 


girl and wrongly 
assessed the risk.” 

Detective Super¬ 
intendent Jan Meagher 
said: “Since this time we 
have made significant 
improvements in the 
control room - including 
working hard to improve 
our call handling 
efficiency, ensuring 
operatives take part in 
scenario-based training 
at the highest level and 
improving how we 
assess threat and risk. 

“In addition, we now 
have a process where 
every incident that is 
graded one - emergency 
response, or graded two 
- prompt response, is 
reviewed and then 
closed by an inspector.” 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Adam 
Simmonds said: 
“Although this is an 
operational matter for 
the police I will be look¬ 
ing in detail at the 
report’s findings and 
considering what action 
can be taken to ensure 
that police responses on 
this kind of matter do 
not fall short in the 
future.”

MIKE Pender and Buddy Holly were 
both inspired by the lohn Wayne film 
The Searchers. 

Mike used the title to name his group, 
while Buddy picked up on the line 
‘That’ll Be the Day’ and turned it into a 
million selling record. 

It is amazing to think that in 1957 two 
teenagers, one in Liverpool and one in 
Lubbock Texas, went to see the film and 
both took different elements from it and 
used it in their pop careers. 

The Searchers were originally formed 
in 1960 and when they hit the big time 
they were a foursome comprising John 
McNally, Mike Pender, Tony Jackson 
and Chris Curtis. 

It was they who were responsible for a 
string of hits including Sweets for My 
Sweet which topped the charts in 1963, 
Sugar And Spice (No.2 in 1963), Needles 
and Pins (No.l in 1964), and Don’t 
Throw Your Love Away (No.l in 1964) - 
some of the greatest records to come 
out of the finest period in pop music 
history. 


According to Mike, fate seems to have 
played a large part in the history of The 
Searchers. 

One slice of luck was him being a 
western fan and going to see the film. 

The second was he only learnt guitar 
after one of the original members left 
the group and he met Chris Curtis, the 
drummer, who he had not seen for years 
after he got off a bus - ten minutes later 
and he would have missed him. 

He said: “When we first started we did 
not think about a record deal all we 
wanted to do was play. 

“When I was working in Burchill’s in 
Liverpool I was earning £8 a week, 
when I was playing in the Star Club in 
Germany I was on £50 a week. 

“It wasn’t until we got back from 
Germany we got a record contract 
with Pye. 

“When we had all our success we 
thought it would last forever, but it 
didn’t, but we had three years at the 
top. Everybody has a turn at the top.”

WHATEVER you’re buying, whether it be 
a stereo, a fridge or a motor car, the very 
cheapest option will usually also be the 
very nastiest. 

The Kia Carens offers a refreshing break 
from the norm in this respect. 

No other five or seven-seat compact MPV 
can better it for value, but it’s a product 
that manages to be inexpensive without 
overtly appearing to be. 

In fact, if you were to tape over the badg¬ 
es, tell someone that this car offered more 
space and as much equipment as any 
people carrier in its class, plus an 
industry-leading warranty, you’d be unlikely 
to expect an asking price so far below that 
of obvious rivals. 

The key decision in this sector that has 
taxed the minds of many major manufac¬ 
turers is whether to develop a five or a 
seven-seat model. 

Kia neatly sidesteps this quandary by 
offering the latest Carens in both guises. 

The ultimate test of how well these 
vehicles are packaged comes when you try 
to lever an adult into the back row of a 
seven-seat model. 

With most mini-MPVs, their knees will be 
up around their ears. 

Next time you get in any other seven-seat 
mini-MPV, get a tape measure and check 
the height between the top of the seat 
cushion and the floor. 

It’s often around four or five inches which 
is frankly laughable. 

Kia has got around this problem by 
designing a shallow petrol tank that sits 


inside the rear suspension subframe. This 
drops the floor height by some 40mm, 
allowing for a more relaxed seating 
position. 

The Korean company reckons that adults 
of 5ft 11 will be comfortable in the rear¬ 
most row of seats in the seven-seat model, 
although that may be pushing it. 

Longer, wider and taller than its prede¬ 
cessor (by 55, 50 and 40mm respectively), 
this MK2 Carens does not share a single 


panel with its predecessor and its smoother 
exterior results in significantly improved 
aerodynamics. 

The 4,545mm long second generation 
Carens has an aerodynamic coefficient of 
drag of an impressive 0.32 - down from 
0.35 for the previous model - which helps 
with fuel economy and high speed 
refinement.

£19,000.

BEN Duckett feels the lessons 
learned from England’s quar¬ 
ter-final exit at last year’s 
Under-19 World Cup will ben¬ 
efit both him and the team 
when they head to South 
Africa later this month. 

The Northamptonshire wick¬ 
etkeeper was called up to the 
15-man squad for the two test 
and five match one-day inter¬ 
national series between 
January 23 and February 21 
along with county team mate 
Oily Stone. 

Duckett was a regular in the 
side that played out in 
Australia during the 2011 
World Cup, playing as they lost 
to the South Africans in the 
last eight by 103 runs. However, 
he feels they will be better at 
dealing with them this time. 

“It was one of the most hos¬ 
tile atmospheres I have ever 
played in and it’s good to have 
had that experience so that we 
can pass it on to the younger 
players in the squad,” said 
Duckett. 

“That side of the game spurs 
me on. What they’re doing is 
not name calling or anything 
like that, but the bowler is try¬ 
ing to intimidate you and 
make you throw away your 
wicket. 

“In the past, I might have 
said something back to him 
but that’s what he wants you to 
do. You’ve just got to stand 
your ground and say nothing 
while he walks back to his 
mark.” 

The 18-year-old is highly- 
thought of at 

Northamptonshire. He made 
his Steelbacks debut in the 
Friends Life T20 match at 


home to Gloucestershire 
Gladiators last year, playing as 
a specialist batsman. 

Duckett only got to face 12 
balls in a match badly affected 
by rain, but did manage to fea¬ 
ture regularly for the second 
XI. Head coach David Ripley 
expect big things from the 
academy graduate. 

“He has all the ingredients to 
become a top class wicket 
keeper batsman,” said Ripley. 

“He has looked very assured 
in the second-team environ¬ 
ment, made his first-team 
debut and forced his way into 
the England Under-19 World 
Cup team as a 17-year-old.” 

Duckett does not expect to be 
involved in the first team 
straight away in 2013 as David 
Murphy is the incumbent. 
Duckett will miss much of the 
first half of the season due to 
finishing off his final year at 
Stowe School. 

But he is set to join Northants 
for their pre-season trip to 
Barbados in March and hopes 
a strong showing there and 
with the England Under-19s 
will ensure he stays in Ripley’s 
thoughts. 

The Northants head coach 
spent over 15 years behind the 
stumps for the county before 
joining the club’s coaching 
staff and has worked with 
Duckett since the 
Farnborough-born player 
joined the youth system at the 
age of 11. 

Duckett is pleased to have a 
familiar face he can turn to for 
advice, particularly as his ele¬ 
vation to senior cricket came 
around the same time as 
Ripley was appointed head 
coach midway through last 
season.

Cap concern 
for Saints 
coach West

DORIAN West has expressed his frustration 
over the restrictions the salary cap place on 
Northampton Saints’ ability to recruit players 
and is perplexed how some English clubs are 
able to accommodate their array of stars. 

The Saints yesterday confirmed the signing of 
prop Alex Corbisiero from London Irish and 
new deals for Alex Waller and Tom Mercey. 
However, they are resigned to losing Soane 
Tonga’uiha and Brian Mujati to French side 
Racing Metro and Paul Doran Jones to Aviva 
Premiership rivals Harlequins. 

Northampton say they spend the £4.5million 
cap limit and forwards coach West does not see 
how any club could build a better 
squad if they are adhering to the 
rules. 

“I can’t say because I don’t know all 
of the figures, but I know we spend 
£4.5million and we’ve got 35 senior 
players, and they’re all of a decent 
standard,” said West. “Other clubs 
have got 50-odd players and they’re 
all of a decent standard, so try and 
work it out for yourself. 

“There is a salary cap in England 
and if you look at the group of play¬ 
ers we have got, that’s what you get 
for £4.5 million. 

“You can look at some of the num¬ 
bers in the other squads and the 


quality, and try and work out how much they’re 
actually spending because we are the bench¬ 
mark.” 

Questions over potential salary cap breaches 
were raised earlier in the week when Saracens 
announced the signings of James Johnstone 
and Billy Vunipola from Quins and London 
Wasps respectively. However, Premiership 
Rugby are satisfied there is no wrongdoing. 

“We are very much aware of what’s going on 
within each club,” PRL rugby director Phil 
Winstanley told The Guardian. “Until we can 
prove otherwise then as far as I’m concerned 
there is no breach of the salary cap.” 

The Saints head to Glasgow Warriors on 
Saturday knowing they must win with a bonus 
point and hope other results go their way to 
stand a chance of reaching the quarter finals of 
the Heineken Cup. 

West admits he and director of rugby 
Jim Mallinder have felt under pressure 
with some speculation about their 
future if they do not start winning tro¬ 
phies. But he insists they have the 
board’s full backing. 

“That’s not nice and we know how 
much effort we put into the game, but it 
is one of those things,” said West. “We 
need to keep working hard and make 
sure that our players are all enthused, 
come to work and enjoy it, and I think 
we’re at that stage. 

“A1 the doom and gloom that’s around 
- we’re still in the mix and we’ll keep 
fighting both as coaches and players.”
